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‘ PARISH COUNCIL NOT 25 


The monthly meeting of Bar Hill Parish Council was held on Tuesday 20th 
July in the Committee Room in the Village Hall. 


New venue for Parish Council meetings. 


The Clerk reported that following the discussion at the previous meeting, 

he had made further investigations into the use of the school lounge for Parish 
Council meetings. The results of these investigations were most satisfactory 
and it was therefore agreed to implement the decision made in principle at 

the last meeting, namely to hold future mectings in the school lounge. 

Would all residents therefore please note that as from August 1932 all monthly 
Parish Council meetings will be held on the third Tuesday of each month at 
7.50 pem,. in the school lounge, unless notice is given to the contrary. Ve. 
remind villagers that they are welcome to attend Parish Council meetings, 
although they may not speak unless invited to do so by the Council. 


Planning Application for phases 9 and 10. 


The revised planning application for phases 9 and 10, showing the road 
re-routed so as to avoid crossing the line of the hedge, was put before the 
@ Council, who discussed it in detail. It was eventually agreed to recoramend 

approval of the application, although the need for constant monitoring of 

the development in order to safeguard the copse and hedge was emphasised. 


Road safety. 
The Chairman read out a letter he had received from local residents who 
were concerned at the speed of cars using Acorn Avenue, in view of the 
number of children who play there. The Parish Council were sympathetic 
to the suggestion that signs should be erected asking drivers to take more 
care, but would also point out to parents the dangers faced by young 
children playing in roads. By and large, Bar Hillis a safe place for 
children, but they should be warned that cars can be dangerous, and told to 
take care. Running out from behind pvarked cars is particularly dangerous. 
Better still, why not try to encourage children to use the many neighbourhood 
play areas in the village, instead of the roads ? After all, that is the 
purpose for which they were intended. 
While on the subject of road safety, the Parish Council would also ask 

Oo cyclists, especially the younger ones, who cycle on the paths, to take extra 
care especially on blind corners. There have been several instances of 
pedestrians being almost Inocked over, and for a toddler or old person this 
could have serious consequences.
